George was given a life imprison­ 
ment by the Winnibago county cir- 
<‘uit court, hvaing been indicted for 
murder, and as be killed a man, one 
Spencer Post, unintentionally, in fact 
the outcome of a 
practical 
joke, 
therefore The Telegraph is free to 
state that George W. Felts i.« in hard 
luck. 


This is how it came about; Belts 
an old man. a veteran of the war for 
the Union, is quite deaf, an afflic­ 
tion contracted whife a .soldier. 
One dark night, about two years 
Kince, F'elts was on hl.s way home 
when three men, friends, thought to 
play a practical joke on him. 
The 
friends had been drinking and were 
in a jolly, foolish, practical-joking 
mood. 
One of them, a big, ahtletic 
fellow, grabbed the old man by the 
nape of the neck and held him as in 
a vice. Felts .snppo.sed it an attack 
by robbers, and having a small pock­ 
et knife in his hands, with it struck 
back and cut an artery in one of his 
assailants, and the joker soon was 
dead from loss of blood. 
The man 
killed was Felts’ beet friend. 


As the fates would have lt,'~the 
doctor who attended the joker did 
not know enough to stop the flow of 
blood in time to save the man’s life. 
Felts was arrested, tried, and con­ 
victed of murder and sent to the 
prison at Joliet for life. 
We have ex amined, as furnished 
by the prisoner's friends, the court 
proceedings of the trial and find that 
on account of the loss of 
hearing 
Felts heard not one word of evidence 
offered on the trial against him. This 
fact is, out of proiessional pride, de 
nled by the lawyers, but the records 
nevertheless show that the judge who 
presided during the trial, in refusing 
a new trial, said: 


When Felt.s’ lawyer placed him on 
the witness stand to testify the de­ 
fendant in reply to the question stat­ 
ed that ‘not a word of the trial did 
he hear or understand." 
The court reporter certifies that 
not one word of the proceedings was 
read to the deaf defendant.

Europeans who Visit the g reat equa­ 
torial forests of Africa are subject to 
many risks, but noue perhaps so dan­ 
g erous as contact with the basliikouay, 
or g reat bull ant, which is said to be 
the most dreaded of living thing s to be 
found in that reg ion, it is g luttonous 
in the extreme. 
That which It attucks 
it consumes on the spot—nothing is 
carried away for further convenience. 
Elephants, 
leopards, 
g azelles,, lions, 
snakes, g orillas, monkeys, even the 
human aborig ines of the districts it 
infests, fly from any neig hborhood in 
which they know it to be located. Ac­ 
cording 
to well 
accredited 
reports, 
these awe inspiring bull ants travel, 
like locusts, in vast armies, marching 
in a line two inches or more broad and 
miles in leng th. 
One of these armies 
has boeu known to take twelve hours 
to pass a g iven point. 
These ants pre­ 
fer the shade and, rather than be ex­ 
posed to the rays of the blazing sun. 
will burrow tuunels under the surface 
of the g round and thus travel until 
they come to the shelter of trees. Any 
auirnal which, unaware of the proxim­ 
ity of the bull ant and reposing in 
the solitude of the velt, happens to be 
attacked has no chance of escape. 
It 
is devoured with irresistible fury, and 
within a few miuutas a pile of bleached 
bones marks the spot where It reposed. 
A g reat deal of valuable information 
about this dreaded creature has beeu 
published by a French zoolog ist, M. de 
Chailler, who has described a personal 
encounter with the bull ant. 
“ I re­ 
member well the iiist time I met the 
bashikouays on a raid 
I ktu-vv not 
what was in store for me. I was hunt­ 
ing by myself, when suddenly the for­ 
est became alive with the foe. 
A sud- 
deu dread seized me, aud I stood still 
in the hunting path, resting ou my g un. 
Suddenly, as if by mag ic, I was cov­ 
ered and bitten everywhere. 
I fled in 
haste and found refug e in a deep 
stream, yet even then the strong pinch­ 
ers of the auts would not g ive way, 
and thoug h the bodies were torn off the 
heads remained. 
The native tribes, 
when a man is condemned for witch 
craft, g enerally fasten him to a tree 
before an inroad of these ants. After 
they have passed a shining skeleton 
alone is left to tell the tale.”

Mo st Diseas« -« , It In C la im ed , H a ve 
T h e ir C h a r a c t e r is t ic Odor» . 
The acuteness of the sense of smell 
Is far g reater in many of the lower ani­ 
mals—dog s, for exam ple-than in man. 
and they employ it in g uiding them to 
their food, in warning them of ap­ 
proaching dang er and for other pur­ 
poses. The sphere of the susceptibility 
to various odors is more uniform and 
extendiMi in man. and the sense of 
smell is capable of g reat cultivation. 
Like the other special senses, it may 
be cultivated by attention and prac­ 
tice. Experts can discriminate quali­ 
ties of wines, liquors, drug s, etc. Dis­ 
eases have their characteristic odors 
Persons who have visited many dif­ 
ferent asylums for the insane recog ­ 
nize the same familiar odor of the in­ 
sane 
It is not insane asylums alone, 
but prisons, jails, workhouses, armies 
in camp, churches, schools and nearly 
every household that have characteris­ 
tic odors. 
It is when the insane, the 
prisoners and tiie soldiers are ag g re­ 
g ated in larg e g roups or battalions 
that their characteristic odor is recog ­ 
nized. Most diseases have their char­ 
acteristic odors, and by the exercise of 
the sense of smell they could !>e util­ 
ized in different diag noses. 
For example, favus has a mousy 
odor, rheumatism has a copious sour 
smelling , acid sweat. 
A person af­ 
flicted with pyaemia has a sweet, nau­ 
seating breath. 
The rank, unbearable 
odor of pus from the middle ear tells 
the tale of the decay of osseous tissue. 
In scurvy tin* odor is putrid, in chron­ 
ic peritonitis musky, In scrofula like 
stale beer, in intermittent fever like 
fresh l>aki» d brown bread, in fever am- 
mouiaeal. in hysteria like violets or 
pineapple. Measles, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, 
epilepsy, 
phthisis, 
etc., 
have 
characteristic odors. —Philadelphia Rec­ 
ord.
